HE TIME HAD come. Fans 

waited nervously for the 
announcement. There was an 
expectant, tense quiet—the type which 
always preludes important events. To 
the fans present, this would be an 
evening to always remember. The 
Mongols were now wrestling in the 
NWA. 

Even the vendors selling food and 
programs went quiet. No one can 
escape the intense power of the silence. 
No one is immune to its excitement. 
The return of the Mongols created 
such a mood. 

Every person in the arena had seen 
the Mongols wrestle often. Each had 
his own personal memory best 
illustrating the tag team’s savagery. All 
memories included the piteous 
screams of a man being mangled for 
life. A stretcher was a common sight 


havoc. 

The fans knew this would bea brutal 
exhibition of wrestling cruelty. The 
Mongols were always a continuous 
whirlwind of fury, torturing oppo- 
nents with a demonic glee. Every fan 
knew the unique sensation of an 
explosion in the pit of his stomach 
which comes from watching the 
Mongols when they have gone berserk. 
It’s a strange thrill, and many are 
ashamed of it later. But they crave to 
experience it again. 

“Its like seeing everything you’ve 
ever feared or hated,” says Sean 
Delius, a veteran wrestling fan. “The 
Mongols are what I’m afraid would 
happen to me if I was ever left in the 
jungle. They’re the ugly animal side of 
all of us. Watching them lets us see the 
worst in ourselves. | may be ashamed 
of it, but I’m also fascinated by it. 
When the Mongols get beaten, it’s like 
a triumph over something horrible 
inside of me. When they win, which is 
unfortunately often, I leave the arena 
trembling.” 

Though most wrestling fans 
couldn’t identify their attraction to the 
Mongols with Delius’ perception, they 
can’t seem to resist watching them. 
When the Mongols were wreaking 
havoc in the [WA as the association’s 
tag team champions, fans flocked to

T’'S°NO SECRET many fans were 
betting Nick Bockwinkle’s title 
reign would be one of the shortest in 
wrestling history. When he won the 
AWA championship from Verne 
Gagne, some felt Bockwinkle would 
hold the belt only until his next 
match. It was only a matter of time. 
Time, and Bockwinkle, have 
proven everyone wrong. Again and 
again—with illegal help of manager 
Bobby Heenan—Nick has turned 
back opponent after opponent. It 
appears Bockwinkle is a champion 
to be seriously reckoned with. 
Most people dismissed Bock- 
winkle due to the suspicious events 
surrounding his ascension to the 


title. Heenan had obviously inter- 
fered when the legendary Gagne 
went down to defeat. The special 
referee, Paul Perschmann, was a 
friend of Nick's, always willing to 
overlook his buddy's flagrant 
fouling. When Gagne hoped to bring 
a film of the match to the commis- 
sions to prove he was robbed, the 
film mysteriously was lost in 
processing. There was_ nothing 
Gagne could do but accept the fact 
he was now an ex-champion. 
“Wait until he’s in a fair match,” 
Verne angrily told reporters. “The 
first man he meets in a fair match 
will become the new champion. | 
only hope it’s me. Bockwinkle is a 
disgrace to the belt I’ve cherished.” 
Everyone waited for that first 
match. When it was over, everyone 


was stuffing crow into their mouths; ° 


Bockwinkle had conquered. He was 
still the champion. 

Match after match, Bockwinkle 
remained champion. If things 


looked tough for Nick, he could 
always count on Heenan to cleverly 
interfere. They appeared invincible. 
However, the’biggest shock was yet 
to come. 

As time went on, Bockwinkle 
began to rely less and less on his 
manager. One sensed the 
difference before it was visible. 
There was certain swagger about 
Bockwinkle, a certain air about him. 
Nick Bockwinkle started to look like 
a champion! 

“The difference is shocking,” 
Verne Gagne admitted recently. “| 
can pick it out because | know what 
to look for. Note the way he climbs 
into the ring. Nick was always a 
shady character, nervously 
checking out the arena before a 
match. He was always expecting 
something dirty to happen. Even 
when he shared the tag team 


‘championship with Ray Stevens, he 


never really entered the arena likea 
champ. Continued 
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“Now he walks in like he owns 
the place. He realizes the special 
aura surrounding a champion. He 
realizes everyone is envious and 
just a little bit in awe of him. It’s a 
very heady feeling. You begin to 
believe no one can beat you. And 
there’s every reason to believe this. 
After all, you're the champion.’’ 

Other wrestlers have mentioned 
the same thing. Bockwinkle has 
changed and their relationship with 
him has changed also. He gets the 
special attention a champion 
naturally enjoys. Nick Bockwinkle 
knows he’s someone special. 

Seeing him prepare for a matchis 
an unforgettable sight. Bockwinkle 
stands tall and proud in the center of 
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the room. Heenan continually 
circles him, chanting a wierd litany 
of praise. 

“Before me stands the champion 
of the world,’’ Heenan says over and 
over, “the champion of the entire 
civilized world. There is no man his 
equal—no man fit to challenge him. 
When he walks into the arena, 
people are stunned. They see before 
them a CHAMPION! 

“Few men in the world ever 
become champion. Anyone who 
wins the title is a member of a 
special race, a superman. He is the 
best. Noone can approach him. He’s 
the best.” 

After this goes on for about 15 
minutes, Bockwinkle strides over to 


the mirror and stares happily at his - 
reflection. He reeks confidence as 
he talks to the image staring back at 
him. E 

“I'm Nick Bockwinkle,’’ he says, 
his voice growing progressively 
louder, “I’m AWA champ Nick Bock- 
winkle. I’m wrestling champion of 
the world. I’ve beaten the best. I’m 
AWA champion; champion of them 
all. All fans before me. I'm AWA 
CHAMPION! | AM THE CHAM- 
PION!” 

By the time this finishes, Bock- 
winkle’s eyes sparkle and his step is 
light. He believes in his invincibility. 
He believes he is champion. 

When he enters the arena, fans 
loudly boo his appearance. He’s far 
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past caring. He laughs at them. 
After all, he’s the champion. They 
paid to get in. He was being paid a 
lot of money to be there—the fans’ 
money. 

No man can stand across the ring 
from Bockwinkle and be unaffected 
by his presence. He radiates confi- 
dence. He knows the rules favor the 
champion, and so do his opponents. 
It's enough to make any opponent 
develop a small pit of fear in the 
bottom of his stomach. Once it’s 
there, nothing can make it go away. 

Don’t suppose for a moment 
Bockwinkle’s pride clouds his 
judgement. He remains one of 
the most ruthlessly cunning men 
ever to enter the squared circle.

There are no questionable tricks he 
hasn‘t either learned or devised 
himself. He knows exactly how to 
maneuver an unsuspecting 
opponent into a Heenan trap. The 
two men have turned interfering 
into an ugly art. Even the most 
conscientious referee is unable to 
stop them. 

Opponent after opponent has 
fallen to the new AWA champion. 
Bockwinkle seems unbeatable at 
this moment. Even Verne Gagne 
has been stymied in attempts to 
regain the title. 

“Bockwinkle will never bring 
honor to the AWA title,’ says Billy 
Robinson, who has unsuccessfully 
struggled for years to achieve the 


honor. ‘“‘Heenan’s interference is 
the main reason he still has the belt. 
Bockwinkle‘s a trickster, not a 
champion. 

“Sooner or later, I'll devise some 
way of stopping Heenan’s interfer- 
ence. In that match, Bockwinkle 
goes down to defeat. He’s not a 
champion. He’s a cheater: It's a 
disgrace he’s allowed to wear the 
belt. | live for the day he no longer 
does.” 

Many wrestlers share Robinson's 
hope. However, Nick Bockwinkle 
remains the champion. It will take 
more than talk to defeat him. It will 
require the best the top contenders 
have to give.

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He has battled the most dangerous men in his pro- 
fession. His body has been broken and battered by 
ruthless opponents. Are the constant maulings finally 
sending Bruno Sammartino to his doom? 


HE BODY OF Bruno Sammar- 

tino appears to be the picture of 
good physical conditioning. The 
muscle tone is still firm. He still looks 
good. 

But inwardly, Bruno Sammartino 
may be hurting—and quite badly. His 
career, coupled with his hectic 
schedule, could be punishing him more 
than anything else ever has before. 
And his career could be the eventual 
cause of his downfall. 

Night after night, Bruno defends the 
World Wide Wrestling Federation title 
against only the top challengers. 
Sammartino does not take on any pre- 
liminary wrestlers; as champion he 
wants to wrestle only the best. And 
that could be one of the reasons he may 
be aching. 

In spite of the advice of his best 
friends, people who only have Bruno’s 
best interests at heart, Bruno refuses to 
relax his schedule. And no matter what 
he may be doing to himself, 
Sammartino continues to battle only 
the toughest challengers to his title. 

Unfortunately for Sammartino, the 
toughest challengers to his title are 
men known to employ illegal tactics to

win. They tend to be vicious, ruthless 
wrestlers who try to cripple the 
champion—not just take away his 
title. 

Yet Bruno continues to take the 
punishment, despite the toll it may be 
exacting on his body. 

Sammartino wrestles an average of 
four to five nights a week. A while ago 
the WWWE areas suddenly were filled 
with top talent—and Bruno grappled 
all these top challengers in a short 
period of time. 

Bobby Duncum, managed by The 
Grand Wizard was the first of this 
breed of wrestlers to engage in a 
vicious series of brawls against Bruno. 
In New York, Boston, Philadelphia 
and other cities, Duncum battled 
Sammartino for the title. Some of their 
matches became classics. Others took 
on the appearance of barroom brawls, 
with Bobby often using one of his 
favorite pain-evoking tactics—tearing 
flesh and making Bruno bleed. 
Although Sammartino eventually 
emerged the winner of the series, 
Duncum’s constant barrage of knee- 
drops and other roughhouse tactics 
must surely have effected Bruno’s 
abilities. 

Still Sammartino did not ease up. 
He felt he had to keep meeting the 
challengers as they arose. 

The next man to threaten Bruno was 
Spiros Arion who received a title shot 
just as the series with Duncum was 
winding down. Those familiar with 
Arion’s current reputation can realize 
what Sammartino had to go through. 
Like the matches against Bobby, these 
confrontations saw both participants 
lose a large amount of blood. Again 
Bruno emerged the winner, but not 
without losing a lot of blood and

absorbing some vicious, cruel punish- 
ment from the maniacal Greek. 

But Bruno would not stop. Another 
challenger arose for him, and 
Sammartino rose to meet the 
challenge. 

Captain Lou Albano decided to 
bring Ivan Koloff into the area while 
Bruno was still battling Arion. Koloff 
is the man who once beat Sammartino 
for the title. And he was determined to 
relieve Bruno of the belt one more 
time. 

Sammartino knew he had to train 
especially hard for his matches against 
Koloff. However, he was still engaged 
in his series of battles with Arion, and 
he had just finished brawling with 
Duncum. 

The Koloff series was a grueling one 
for Bruno. Strength and brute force 
was employed on both sides as the two 
foes squared off, swearing to end the 
other’s career. Sammartino had to call 
upon his years of experience to deal 
with Koloff. Bruno barely managed to 
win the series and put an end to the 
threat Koloff posed to his title. 

After finishing with Koloff, Sam- 
martino should have eased up and 
taken life a little slower.

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MR. FUGI’S 
SHOCKING 
REINCARNAT 


N THE MOMENTS before dawn, 
the streets of New York are 

strangely quiet. Mr. Fugi wandered 
those empty streets, recalling moments 
when he thought this city was his own. 
Now, it ignored him with all the 
disregard only a big city can achieve. 

Years ago, as the tag team partner of 
Professor Toru Tanaka, Fugi seemed 
one of the most important wrestlers in 
the world. But on this day, the sun rose 
ona man not knowing what the future 
would bring; he was afraid of the 
unknown. 

As the first taxi cab of the morning 
sped along the street, Fugi flagged it 
down. Moments later, the wrestler was 
speeding his way to Kennedy Airport. 
Within two hours, he was on his way to 
Japan. 

As the jet sped toward its destina- 
tion, Fugi contemplated his journey.

There lived Da Kow, a man who has 
been mentor for many Japanese mat 
stars. Though he’s now old and rarely 
leaves his home, this wizened old man 
has the sharpest wrestling mind in the 
world, at least according to the 
wrestlers who seek his advice. 

When Fugi arrived at Da Kow’s 
home, he was tired and stiff. What he 
wanted most was a shower and some 
sleep. What he needed immediately 
was Da Kow’s advice.

“I was expecting you,” the old man 
intoned as Fugi sat at his feet. “Your 
career has not been going well— 
Victories are hollow and defeats cata- 
strophic. Once you made your 
ancestors proud. Now you seem ready 
to join them. It is painful. And when a 
professional athlete becomes pitiful, 
he is usually finished.” 

Fugi listened to every word as if it 
was spoken by a god. He knew this old 
man was his last hope. 

“I can help you, Fugi,” Da Kow 
declared, “because I have known 
about your problem for years. You 
never came to me, thinking you were 
great enough to not need advice. Now 
you know the truth, and you are here.

off the plane at Tokyo’s 
Haneda Airport and saw hundreds of 
fans waiting for him. The moment he 
walked out the aircraft’s door, a huge 
cheer arose from the crowd; wrestling 
fans from all over Japan had gathered 
at the airport to show the masked 
wrestler their admiration for him. 

However, not everyone in that 
crowd was cheering for Mil Mascaras. 
Far off in a corner of the gate stood a 
tall figure, trying to obscure himself 
from Mil’s view by hiding in the 
shadows. He veiled his face with a 
mask. The man was The Destroyer, 
one of the men Mil was scheduled to 
wrestle during this Oriental excursion;

nothing more than a poor imitation of 
myself. 

“You may ask why I say this. Let me 
explain: I have been watching this 
masked man for the last three days— 
since his arrival at Haneda Airport. I 
now know what I have suspected since 
the last time I wrestled him—the man 
is an impostor, pretending to bea great 
wrestler, but in reality just someone 
who has taken my methods and 
applied them to himself. 

“He uses my gestures, my wrestling 
techniques, and of course, my idea for 
using a mask. But he doesn’t tell you he 
stole all these things from me. It was I, 
The Destroyer, who first made use of a 
mask popular in wrestling. 

“T denounce this man as a fraud! He 
would be nothing if not for me. And 
there is nothing he can say in his 
defense!” 

Instead of waiting to hear the rest of 
The Destroyer’s tirade, Mil left the 
studio. He knew Destroyer’s 
accusations were false. He had been 
wrestling in his own style for several 
years. He never stole any techniques or 
skills from The Destroyer. Any simi- 
larity between the two wrestlers was a 
coincidence—including the use of a 
mask. Mil’s decision to use a mask had 
come from an independent idea; he 
had not cared who else wore a mask at 
the time.

Mil was 
more popular than ever, and The 
Destroyer resented this. This last 
match had been a fierce competition, 
ending in defeat for The Destroyer just 
seconds before the time limit. But 
something else happened at that 
match—Destroyer developed a severe 
case of jealousy. The Destroyer feared 
he had lost his fans to Mil Mascaras, 
and now he wanted them back. And 
the only way to have them return to 
him was to publicly denounce Mil.

In 
fact, he made it quite clear to Mascaras 
there would be no communication 
until they met in the wrestling arena. 

Spectators filled the vast arena. 
They sat politely through the pre- 
liminary events, but they were all there 
to see one match—the one between 
Mil and The Destroyer. All the fans 
had heard Destroyer’s claims on tele- 
vision, and they wanted to see for 
themselves whether the accusations 
were true. 

First Destroyer, then Mil Mascaras 
entered the arena. The fans were 
strangely silent. Suddenly, a fan in the 
back shouted, “Mil, are you really an 
imposter?” 

The remark caused minor chaos. A 
shouting match broke out between 
Destroyer’s supporters and Mil 
supporters. It was not until the 
opening bell rang the crowd lapsed 
back into relative calm. 

Spectators were suddenly awed by 
what they were witnessing—a remark- 
able display of wrestling abilities. Both 
men were at the peak of their skills that 
night. The action became extremely 
heated when Mil was awarded the first 
fall. Then Destroyer battled back 
valiantly and won the second fall. 
Bravely, the two exhausted men 
grappled to win the final fall. But soon, 
it was clear Mil had control. 

In order to save face, The Destroyer

had to do something desperate. Just as 
Mil started to climb the ropes to 
execute a flying body press, Destroyer 
rolled out of the ring.

He was 
also saying goodbye to Mil, but unlike 
the fans, he was not hoping Mascaras 
would soon return.

HE LARGEST WRESTLING 

crowd in Carolina history filled 
the Greensboro, North Carolina 
arena. The fans came to witness an 
unprecedented tournament for the 
U.S. championship. They would 
leave having witnessed the greatest 
night in Terry Funk’s career. 

The U.S. championship had been 
held by Johnny Valentine, who was 
recently injured in an airplane 
accident. To fill the vacancy, the 
NWA decided to institute an 
elimination tournament. Ambitious 
mat stars from all over the world 
were invited to participate. Most 
accepted the challenge. Valentine 
remained on the sidelines, cursing 


his fate and vowing to return to the 
mat wars more fierce than ever. 

But the fans in the arena were 
concerned with the present. Andon 
this night, their favorite mat stars 
would undergo a grueling test of 
strength and courage. The names 
would be thrown into a hat and the 
matches decided by luck. Those 
who won would go on to the next 
round. There would be four victories 
chalked up by the ultimate winner. 
When one considered the quality of 
opponents, the task appeared awe- 
some. 

Among those wrestling were Red 
Bastien, Dusty Rhodes, Rufus R. 
Jones, Billy “Superstar” Graham,

One match against any of 
these men is an exhausting contest. 
To combat four of them would test 
the endurance of any human. 

The first round of matches was 
exciting and surprisingly brutal. 
One would have supposed the 
wrestlers would hold back and 
conserve their strength. However, if 
a man didn't do his best in the first 
match, there would be no second 
contest. So each battle was a war to 
the end. 

Terry Funk defeated Red Bastien 
in the first round. It was a grueling 
encounter which required Terry to 
use every ounce of strength at his 
command. When it was over, Funk 
collapsed in a corner. No one 
expected him to survive the second 
round, especially when it was 
learned Terry’s next opponent 
would be Dusty Rhodes. 

“I'll always be proud of my victory 
over Red,” Terry said as he took a 
short rest before the Rhodes’ 
match. “I have nothing to be 
ashamed of if | don’t make it to the 
semi-finals. 

“If I'm going to win this one, I'll 
have to do it quickly. | don’t think | 
could take two long matches in a 
row. | don’t think anyone can.” 

Dusty appeared fresh and vibrant 
for the match—but so did Terry! 
Both men were obviously torturing 
their bodies to give the impression 
they had plenty left. It’s a despera- 
tion ploy; energy is quickly spent for 
questionable psychological 
advantage. Neither man allowed 
himself to show fear at the other's 
apearance. Fear in the pit of the 
stomach can't be seen. 

The two charged at each other 
during the opening seconds. Each 
needed a quick victory. It was a 
reckless, wild contest, riskier than 
most other professional matches. 
Within five minutes, Dusty Rhodes 
found himself crashing to the 
cement floor.

body was unable to obey. Dusty was 
counted out and Terry had gone on 
to the semi-finals. His next 
opponent would be Wahoo 
McDaniel. 

Between matches, Terry asked 
everyone he could find about 
Wahoo’s last match. The glint in his 
eyes were the glint of a winner’s. He 
was in the semi-finals. Confidence 
was his. 

He learned Wahoo had been 
through hell in his match. Many 
thought he was favoring his left leg 
in the final moments. Terry 
evaluated all this information. 
Wahoo’s match had been a long 
one. Funk was rested when he 
faced a weary McDaniel. 

Wahoo knew brute strength was 
never going to win him the match; 
he had to rely on cunning. In the 
opening moments, McDaniel 
proved himself a genius at de- 
fensive tactics which required little 
energy. It was an awesome exhibi- 
tion. Even Funk was impressed by 
his opponent's cunning.

After bringing the great Bobo Brazil to his knees, Scicluna pulls 
at the man’s hair with sadistic delight. Baron does this because 
he knows it will humiliate Brazil and possibly force him into a 
careless mistake. It is one of Scicluna’s psychological ploys. 


“Only an idiot isn’t at his best for 
Scicluna,” Brazil declared. “The man 
is always dangerous. He plays those 
games to make an opponent feel he’s 
not worth worrying about. More great 
wrestlers have lost to Baron by under- 
estimating him than I care to remem- 
ber. He’s one of the most dangerous 
men around. 

“Few people realize when Scicluna 
is strutting around, he’s determining 
the rhythm of the match.
